there were 449 pefsons killed and 
2,347 injured on the Canadian rail- 
ways during the year 1908 As com- 
pared with 1907, the fatalities were 


149 fewer and the number of persors 


injured greater by 196 During 1908 
one passenger was. killed for every 
1,215,893 and one injured for every 
96,631. In 1907 one passenger in 
every 459104 was killed and one in 
every 91,209 injured. 

On clectric railways there were 67 


persviia killed and 1,882 injured, a 
decrease in the number of killed by 
4 and an increase in the number in- 
jured by 147 over the previous year. 
The Tabulated Figures. 
These figures are given in the 
port on railway statistics, issued 
the Department of Railways and 
Canals, which was presented to par- 
liament by Hon. George P. Graham.

injured owing to accidents to pas- 
senger trains, It states that in the

Railway Signals. 
An appendix was added to the report 
containing the result of an examina- 
tion by Mr, John Murphy, electrical 


engineer of the deparcment On the 
subject of railwav signals, Mr. Mur- 
phy states that “the signal engineers 
who are connected with railroads 
which operate two or more’ tracks, all 
agree that these shall be automati- 
cally signalled. These engineers do 
not give such an unreserved opinion 


about aingle track. 

The report covers a great variety of 
Statisties relating to the Canadian 
railways.

carried during 1908 (the year ending 
June 39) was 84,044,992, an increase 
of 1,997,673 over the previous swear 
This increase was equal to 590 per 
cent The number of passengers
